The Texas Public Service Company is hereby put upon notice that the
City of Austin does not guarantee that the space assigned above is clear
from other underground utilities, but is based upon the best records we
have at hand, and that the minimum depth stated does not have any reference
to the fact that greater depths may not be required at special points. When
the Texas Public Service Company requires definite information upon the
ground as to elevations or working points from which to base the location
of their assignments, they shall apply to the Department of Public Works
not less than three (3) days before such information is required. The Texas
Public Service Company is further put upon notice that they will be required
to bear the expense of repairs or replacement of any underground utility
damaged during the construction of lines named in this resolution*

(11) That the use and enjoyment of the spaces herein granted shall not
be exclusive as against public needs, and the City, in mafciag such grant,
reserves the ri^it to enter and occupy any part or all of said space any
time with its public utilities, or for other necessary public purposes.

(12) That any public utility, or public or private property, disturbed
or injured as a result of any of the activities necessary for the comple-
tion of the construction work for said building projects, whether done by
the Contractor, City forces, or public utilities, shall be replaced or re-
paired at the Contractor's expense,
